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Introduction 


WHEN THE SUBJECT INDEX TO BOOKS FOR INTERMEDIATE GRADES APPEARED 
in 1940 , the compiler was already at work on a supplement. Of the many books 
written in the past three years to meet new curricular needs, about 600 are 
here analy 2 ed. This supplement, obviously, is not complete in itself as, with 
few exceptions, it indexes only new material issued from 1940 to 1943. The 
larger, original volume is still basic. 

New trends in curricula are particularly noticeable in such fields as Latin 
America, American Life, Aviation and Radio. The examination of courses of 
study previously had shown Latin American units. However, little good and 
up-to-date material in this field was available for grades 4-6 at the end of 1939, 
at which time publishers were just becoming aware of this need. 

A number of stories portraying American life for the intermediate grades 
are indexed under names of states, subhead Stories, the date, when known, 
being put in parentheses following the title. It is hoped this will aid in studying 
various phases of American life at different periods through fiction as well as 
texts. Where the American Guide Series and the Writers’ Program Guides to 
the States are available, the teacher will find them excellent reference material 
in studying American life. 

In contrast to the great amount of new material on the western hemisphere, 
new material on European countries has been understandably lacking. Many 
of these countries are still studied in the intermediate grades and the books 
indexed in Subject Index to Books for Intermediate Grades, 1940, 
are the best covering the European background up to the beginning of the war. 
Most material picturing the war situation and political conditions in Europe 
today is written for and studied by pupils of junior high or senior high school 
age. Teachers will find the Headline Books published by the Foreign Policy 
Association at 25c each (paper) excellent help in discussing with the inter- 
mediate grades current topics on Europe, Latin America and other parts of the 
world. 

This supplement is to be used in the same manner as the original book. 
Titles with an asterisk (*) or double asterisk are indicated for first 

purchase, the double asterisk indicating a book unusually good as to curriculum 
tie-up, content, style and format.
